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Ex-con Colson 
preaches love 


Wholesale 
prices rise 
0.5 per cent

When little Lionel Gomez, narcotics 
convict, met Charles Colson, Watergate 
ex-convict, in Lompoc’s F.C.I. yester­ 
day, they embraced as Christian 
“brothers.” 
Under Colson’s Prison Fellowship 
program, Gomez and another F.C.I. in­ 
mate were sent to Washington D.C. this 
year for two weeks of Bible study and 
rap sessions on Jesus. 
Now Colson, prison evangelist, was 
visiting Gomez and other prisoners to 
spread encouragement and love in the 
name of the Lord. "Man cannot change 
man in a concrete cell,” he said. “But 
God can.” 
“Christ can set you free, even in this 
lousy hole,” Colson preached at both the 
F.C.I. camp and maximum security 


facility last night. “Christ is the prophet 
of the losers, people like you and me who 
make mistakes, who fall, who fail.” 
In a far comer of the camp chapel- 
filled mainly with Lompoc church 
members-former White House Chief of 
Staff H R Haldeman, tan. his hair grown 
out of the once-noted crew cut, also 
listened. 
Colson visited with Haldeman earlier 
that day “to encourage an old friend." 
Also that day Colson, who ran a 
washing machine during his seven- 
month stay at Maxwell Federal Prison, 
toured F.C.I.’s maximum security cells 
and industries, with Warden Lawrence 
Grossman as his escort and a CBS news 
crew at his heels 


Colson welcomed the media attention. 
He is seeking public support for Prison 
Fellowship, a non-profit corporation 
aimed at “bringing the redemptive mes­ 
sage of Christ into the barbaric 
hollowness of America’s prisons.” 
On his tour of F.C.I. often dubbed a 
“country club” among prisons, Colson 
praised the cleanliness of the halls, but 
later told his audiences, “Every prison is 
a living horror because a man is denied 


his liberty.” 
Colson commented on the double bunk 
cells, now necessary in two units of the 
facility, as Warden Grossman explained. 
“I don’t care what you say,” Colson 
told Grossman, pointing out the tiny 
floor space behind a cell cage door. 
“That’s tough.” 
As Colson walked past a row of cells, 
many with wall collages of clippings 
from girlie magazines, he stopped near a 
stack of books on a shelf. “Look at this,” 
he said, picking out one book, “El Nuevo 
Testamento.” 
Colson told his audiences how he had 
asked Christ into his life while in prison. 
However, just before his release, Colson 
said, he found it hard to praise God, 
while learning he had been disbarred in 
Virginia, that his father had died and 
that his son was arrested for selling 
marijuana. 
But when a respected U.S. Congres­ 
sman offered to serve the rest of 
Colson’s prison sentence so Colson 
a 
Watergate scoundrel nobody wanted 
anything to do with”, could rejoin his 
family, this firmly established his faith 
in Christ, he said. 
After his release, Colson had no diea 
what he wanted to do. But he would lie 
awake at night and “see the faces of the 
men I left behind, see them lying on their 
bunks staring into nothingness, their 
bodies atrophying their souls cor­ 
roding,” he said. 
“Then I woke up one morning,” he 
said, “and there before me as clear as 
crystal was an idea, all laid out, a plan, 
a vision.” He saw the gates of prisons 
opening and prisoners walking out. 
To applauding F.C.I. inmates, Colson 
said he took his “Prison Fellowship” 
idea, along with complaints about U.S. 
prisons, to Norman Carlson, Federal 
Bureau of Prisons director, who finally 
gave Colson the go-ahead on the 
program. 
Colson drew much laughter and ap­ 
plause in an anecdote about how some 
upper-class Washington residents com­ 
plained at first about Ex-con Colson 
bringing groups of cons into the 
neighborhood. 
Colson said he invited those neighbors 
to a Fellowship House lunch, at which 
members of Congress, the business and 
diplomatic community were present. 
“Thirty to forty people are eating in 
this room, twelve are convicts. Pick 
them out,” he said he asked the visitors. 
“Nine out of ten picked a Congressman.” 
Founded in 1975, Prison Fellowship has 
since brought nearly 100 federal 
prisoners to the W ashington's 
“Fellowship House,” a former foreign 
embassy. 
Also under the program, staff 
ministers conduct religious seminars in 
prisons, and Christian families “adopt” 
prisoners through mail or visits. 
“Eighty per cent of the men and 
women in prisons ought to be out. They 
can’t be changed here, they belong in 
community treatment centers,” Colson 
said. 
But the community has to receive ex- 
cons with trust and affection, he said, 
changing the attitude that criminals 
ought merely to be locked up and forgot­ 
ten. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Wholesale 
prices rose 0.5 per cent in September, 
the Labor Department reported today. It 
was the largest increase since April and 
a signal that summer-long stability in 
the inflation rate may be nearing an end. 
Prices paid to farmers for their 
products fell 0.2 per cent, the fifth con­ 
secutive month decline. But that dip was 
considerably less that a 4.3 per cent drop 
in August farm prices. 
Of more concern to administration 
economists was an 0.8 per cent rise in the 
closely watched industrial price index, 
the biggest jump in that category since 
October, 1976. 
The overall September increase was in 
contrast to the summer months of June, 
July and August when wholesale prices 
turned in their best performance for any 
three-month period since the first 
quarter of 1975. In that 90-day period, the 
index declined at a 2.6 per cent annual 
rate despite a 0.1 per cent increase in 
August. 
The 0.5 per cent climb in September 
was the largest since a 1.1 per cent in­ 
crease last April. 
President Carter and other ad­ 
ministration economic officials have 
been saying inflation is moderating and 


have expressed cautious optimism of 
continued good performance. 
The Wholesale Price Index in 
September stood at 195.3 from the 1967 
base of 100. That means wholesalers paid 
$1,953 for goods last month that would 
have cost $1,000 a decade earlier. 
The WPI measures average changes in 
prices on a seasonally adjusted basis of 
commodities sold in large quantitites by 
producers. The survey covers 9,000 firms 
dealing in 2,700 products. 
The index is considered a valuable tool 
by the government to gauge prices that 
consumers will pay in coming months. It 
had increased by a scant 0.1 per cent m 
August after drops of 0.1 per cent in July 
and 0.7 per cent in June. 
During the period, food prices were on 
a rapid descent. Farm prices has posted 
large drops as did prices paid for proces­ 
sed foods and feeds. 
Consumer foods declined 0.3 per cent 
last month, a considerable slippage from 
the large declines in June through 
August. 
During September, prices of consumer 
finished goods, excluding foods, in­ 
creased 0.3 per cent, the department 
said, the first climb in that important 
category since May. 
Carter denies support 
of Israel lessened 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 
Carter today assured 27 congressmen, 
most of them Jewish, that the joint U.S.- 
Soviet statement on the Middle East 
does not signal diminished American 
support for Israel. 


The White House m eeting was 
requested by the lawmakers to voice 
concern over the statement, which was 
aimed at drawing Arabs and Jews closer 
to the peace table. It referred to 
“legitimate rights of the Palestinians. 


Although some had reservations, most 
of the group appeared to be encouraged 
by the meeting, part of a busy Carter 
schedule after two days in New York. He 
told western state lawmakers at another 
meeting today he had no intention of 
placing federal control on state water 
supplies. 
“I came away assured that his com­ 
mitment to Israel was as firm as it ever 
was,” said Rep. Edward Koch, D-N.Y., 
who earlier denounced the Palestinian 
reference as outrageous. 
Carter “tried to explain ... some of the 
public and private discussions he’s had 


with various Middle East leaders and 
some areas we felt deeply concerned 
about,” said Rep. Benjamin Rosenthal, 
D-N.Y. 
Rosenthal said "the damage was done 
by the phraseology” , explaining that in 
the past U.S. policy has referred only to 
Palestinian “interests,” not “legitimate 
Palestinian rights” as expressed in the 
statment. 
“We really felt virtually unanimously 
it wasn’t the threat we thought it was, 
said Rep. James H. Scheuer, D-N.Y., 
after the meeting. “I think the Soviets 
have decided that their game of con­ 
trolled chaos won’t work. They don’t 
want World War III and an eyeball con­ 
frontation.” 
But Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman, D-N.Y., 
said the joint U.S.-Soviet statement 
“was perceived as a tilt against Israel 
by the Jewish community. 
“1 think it is going to take some time to 
restore full trust in the administration, 
she said “I think that is regretable. The 
issue is that the president is acting in a 
way he belives will enhance the survival 
of Israel, but it is not perceived as such.

Revised management 
pay increase proposed 


Suspect in arson 
case pleads guilty 


Lockheed negotiations 
broken; strike seen

Contract negotiations broke down last 
night between Lockheed Corp. and union 
representatives and another national 
aerospace strike is pending which may 
affect Vandenberg AFB. 
Negotiations broke off at 7 p.m. yester­ 
day and International Association of 
Machinists 
Union 
representatives 
notified Lockheed they will recommend 
rejection of the company’s latest offer at 
membership meetings scheduled this 
weekend at various locations. 
Both Lockheed and union officials this 
morning said rejection could lead to a 
strike at 12:01 Monday 
The strike would be the second major 
aerospace walkout in as many weeks. 
Boeing machinists struck earlier this 
week, with 44 union members picketing 
Minuteman M issile a c tiv ities 
at Vandenberg. 
A Lockheed official said the Lockheed 
Space and Missile Co., which has 
facilities at Vandenberg, employs about 
18,900 overall, 6,000 of which are 
represented by the union. He said of the 
250 Lockheed employes at Vandenberg, 
about 130 are union members. 
Lockheed activities at the base deal 
primarily with Agena satellites, the 
spokesman said, which are used on a 
variety of classified Air Force 
programs. 
He said Lockheed “plans to keep all 
facilities open and continue to work on 
all programs as best as possible,” in the 
event of a strike which could affect 
Vandenberg. 


The Lockheed representative refused 
to specifically discuss issues of the con­ 
tract dispute, but an IAW spokesman in 
Burbank this morning said it centered on 
three main items. 
“The company wishes to weaken the 
seniority provision of the contract. 
Lockheed negotiators said there can be 
no settlement unless we give in on pre­ 
sent seniority provisions, but we simply 
can't do that.” 
Also, the union spokesman said 
Lockheed has offered an average 23-cent 
per hour pay raise which would be 
graduated from nothing for workers in 
lower labor grades to 45 cents for the 
highest labor grades. 
“It is too low, and it doesn’t help the 
people at the bottom that need it most.” 
The other main item in dispute is im­ 
provements to the company pension 
plan, according to the union spokesman 
Meanwhile, Boeing strikers continue 
to picket the 13th Street and Titan gates 
at Vandenberg. Boeing officials at the 
base again declined to comment and 
stood by their original statement that 
“they are giving all normal support to 
VAFB functions.” 
_ 
Local Boeing IAW Chief Steward Lyle 
Timmons said there have been no inci­ 
dents with strikers yet other than a con­ 
fusion over proper gates to man. 
He said there would be a meeting 
tonight with Boeing non-union members 
who are still working. Timmons said the 
meeting is at the non-union members’ 
request. 
He said this could involve another 15 to 
20 Boeing workers, “so I think we’ll have 
a total shutdown by next week.”

U.S., other nations set 
oil import reductions 


PARIS (UPI) - The United States and 
18 industrialized nations announced 
plans today for sharp cut-backs in oil im­ 
ports and rapid development of nuclear 
and other energy resources to head off 
the risk of power shortages in coming 
years. 
The plans were decided at a cabinet- 
level session of the governing board of 
the International Energy Agency — a 
U.S.sponsored organization seeking a 
joint Western strategy in the face of 
soaring oil prices and dwindling energy 
sources. 


Energy ministers from 19 IEA nations 
endorsed proposals to keep their total oil 
imports down to 26 million barrels a day 
by 1985 


The 19 countries currently import 22-23 
million barrels a day and if current con­ 
sumption and import were not checked 
that figure could be expected to rise to 
44-52 million barrels a day — a figure oil 
exporting countries might not be able or 
willing to meet. 


The two-day conference cautioned that 
only international cooperation can insure 
that all nations around the world enjoy 
adequate energy supplies.

Spanish poet 
named Nobel 
Prize winner 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) - 
Spanish poet Vicente Aleixandre, who 
lived bedridden through his country’s 
civil war and became a father figure for 
young post-war Spanish poets, was 
awarded the 1977 Nobel Prize for 
Literature today for his works that 
stress “the strength to survive.” 


The Swedish Academy announced it 
had given the $145,000 award to Aleix­ 
andre, 79, for his "creative poetic 
writing, which, with roots in the tradi­ 
tions of Spanish lyric and in modern 
currents, illuminates man’s condition in 
the cosmos and present day society ” 


The Academy said the one theme runn­ 
ing throughout Aleixandre’s work was 
“the strength to survive.” 
The award to the relatively obscure 
poet came as a surprise. Last year’s 
award went to American writer Saul 
Bellow and its announcement had come 
as an anti-climax because his nomination 
had been leaked well In advance. 
Academy officials took no chances this 
year and there had been no speculation 
about Aleixandre or any other possible 
candidate. 
Aleixandre was so little known in 
Sweden that the Stockholm public 
library had only one of his works - 
“Es pa das Com os La bios” — published in 
1932 
Aleixandre became ill with tuber­ 
culosis in 1925 and was bedridden for 
years 
“The Civil War came and from his bed 
he listened to the bomb exploding,” the 
Academy said. “When it was over and 
his friends and fellow writers went into 
exile, they had to leave the invalid 
behind.”

The third south 
coast Supervisor David Yager of 
Monteciio said he would support the pay 
increases for management employes at 
least.

Senate committee retires 
to clarify treaty conflict 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee took time off today from 
hearings on the Panama Canal 
treaties to await clarification of 
conflicts in official interpreta­ 
tions of key clauses. 


Members of the committee 
expressed deep concern when 
confronted with diametrically 
opposing views on the way the 
Carter administration and 
Panamanian officials interpret 
ambiguous wording. Hearings 
began last week and will 
resume Monday. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
sitting in for Chairman John 
Sparkman, D-Ala., said the 
Senate may reject the treaties 
unless it gets answers to troubl­ 
ing questions raised in a leaked 


State Department cable. 
“Let’s be clear,” Church 
said. “The Senate is not likely 
to ratify these treaties if 
crucial provisions are being in­ 
terp reted differen tly by 
Panama and the United States. 
This is a matter which must be 
clarified.” 
At issue is whether, as the ad­ 
ministration insists, the trea­ 
ties guarantee the U.S. right to 
intervene militarily to protect 
the neutrality of the canal and 
whether U.S. Navy ships have 
what Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance termed “head of the 
line” priority to use of the canal 
in emergencies. 


Doubts were raised Tuesday 
when Sen. Robert Dole, R- 
Kans, released the text of a 


confidential cable from the U.S. 
Embassy in Panama to the 
State Department. It quoted the 
top P an am an ian tre a ty 
negotiator as saying the United 
States would have no rights of 
intervention and its warships 
would have no transit priority. 
The cable quoted negotiator 
Carlos Lopez Guevara as telling 
an embassy official that 
Panama “cannot agree to the 
right of the United States to in­ 
tervene” and U.S. ships would 
get no preferential treatment. 
“There isn’t any question that 
the report in the cable covering 
both neutrality and expeditious 
passage is at variance with the 
position given to us by oui 
s e c re ta r y of s ta te and 
secretary of defense,” Church 
said.

Special U.S. Trade Represen­ 
tative Robert Strauss, who will 
preside at next Thursday’s 
meeting, said in Washington 
Wednesday that those invited 
include U S. Steel Chairman 
Edgar Speer. United Steelwork­ 
ers President Lloyd McBride 
and Hous«* Trade Subcommittee 
Chairman Charles Vanik. D- 
Ohio 
Strauss said Carter also 
hopes to attend 
In Pittsburgh, meanwhile. 
U.S. Steel President David 
Roderick said his company 
employs 6.000 persons at its Pit­ 
tsburgh headquarters, where 
from 300 to 600 jobs would be 
cut. But he said the company 
plans no reductions in total 
steel producing capacity. 
He said the outlook also is 
“dismal” for the firm’s plant in 
the Youngstown, Ohio, where 
the company has about 6,000 
workers. 
“When business is bad, we 
always tighten up our belts,” 
Roderick said. 
He said earnings for the year 
will be below those recorded in 
1976, and that demand for the 
firm ’s products were on a

“I thought it was important 
to do my bit," he said.

Brown rejects Bakke 
discrimination case 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
rejecting the State Supreme 
Court decision in the Allan 
Bakke reverse discrimination 
case, has called for a major 
overhaul of medical school ad­ 
mission practices. 
The governor said at a news 
conference Wednesday he felt 
the court “made a mistake" 
w han 
It e e p p o rte d Allan 
Bakke's claim of discrimina­ 
tion, but added he opposed 
racial quotas as unnecessary to 
achieve a balance in schools. 
“I think in some ways the 
special admission program 
protects an archaic, arbitrary 
set of admission standards and 
I would like to see the whole 
process of entry into the 
medical profession critically 
reexamined in a very funda­ 
mental way,” Brown said. 
“I think Bakke is going to 
become the beginning of a fun­ 
damental reassessment in the 
way people are licensed and 
trained to care for the health 
needs of other people.” 
The state high court ruled 
that Bakke. a white, was dis­ 
criminated against by the 
University of California at 
Davis Medical School when it 
denied him admission, but 
enrolled minorities with lesser 


qualifications. 
The university has appealed 
to the U.S. Supreme Court 
which will hear arguments in 
the landmark case Oct. 12. 
“I think they made a mistake 
(in the Bakke case,)” the 
governor said of the state 
Supreme Court Justices. “But I 
also think that the program at 
UC ought to be evaluated and 
opened up.” 
He said that race “cannot be 
ignored" when determining 
who may enter medical school, 
but flatly opposed racial 
quotas. 


“I believe that the medical 
school entrance examination 
should be subjective as well as 
objective, in that the commit­ 
tee should be b ro a d ly 
representative of the state,” 
the governor said. “And the 
judgment should be the intellec- 
tual skill and the moral 
qualities that a practitioner of 
the healing arts require.” 


Brown said such standards 
should also be applied to other 
medical professions including 
“the role of lay midwives, the 
breaking down of monopoly 
restrictions on the nursing 
professions, the medical profes­ 
sion and the attendant health 
care fields.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
the first time since airmail was 
introduced in 1918, a major new 
type of postal service — ex­ 
press mail — will start official­ 
ly Sunday. 
Express mail will provide 
guaranteed same-<iay or next- 
day delivery, depending on 
whether the sender takes the 
mail to a post office or an air­ 
port. Pickup and delivery is 
also offered at extra cost. 
Parcels can weigh up to 70 
pounds. 
The expedited mail service, 
available in most big-city 
areas, will cost extra. But the 
Postal Service will refund the 
postage if a delivery is late — 
except for delays caused by 
strikes or flight cancellations. 
In tryouts under way since 
1970. 95 per cent of all ship­ 
ments were delivered on time 
and over 99 per cent were 
delivered within 24 hours, the 
Postal Service said. The net­ 
work, now covering 400 cities, 
is being expanded to 900. 
Next-day service means ex­ 
press mail taken to a post office 
by 5 p.m. will be available at 
the destination post office at 10 
a.m. the next day. It will be 
delivered to the addressee by 3 
p.m. at extra cost. 
For same-day service, the 
sender takes the mail to an air­ 
port. where it will be placed on 
the next available flight. 
There are various combina­ 
tions of pickup and delivery ser­ 
vice. A pickup or delivery costs 
$5.25 per trip, regardless of the 
number of pieces. 
A one-pound item can be 
express-mailed for next-day 
delivery from New York to 
Washington for $5 40, New York 
to Chicago $5.55. and New York 
to Los Angeles $5.90. 
As a bonus, merchandise is 
insured up to $500 at no extra 
cost and document reconstruc­ 
tion insurance up to $50.000 is 
also provided at no extra cost. 
R egular users can get 
"custom service,” in which 
pickups and deliveries are 
made by pre-arranaement. 


VANCOUVER, British Co­ 
lumbia (UPI) — A Pan Am 
jumbo jet travelling from San 
Francisco to Tokyo with 302 
people aboard was forced by an 
apparent bomb hoax to land at 
Vancouver Wednesday. All 288 
passengers got of' iafely. 
“The plane was searched, the 
passengers were interviewed, 
and their luggage gone through 
with a fine-tooth comb — and it 
all came out clean,” Transport 
Canada spokesman Alan Jay 
said late Wednesday. “The 
police aren't actually saying it 
was a hoax, but they’re saying 
that is now the possibility being 
considered.” 
Jay said the passengers were 
billeted overnight in nearby 
hotels and the plane was 
scheduled to depart for Tokyo 
this morning. 
The Boeing 747 landed at Van­ 


couver International Airport at 
9:35 p.m. EDT after a note was 
found in a lavatory saying there 
were eight bombs aboard. 
The note also directed the 
pilot to dump fuel, divert the 
plane to Vancouver, where all 
the passengers were to get off, 
and fly to Mexico. 
Jay said the note was in the 
possession of the plane’s cap­ 
tain, who was not named. 
He said a search of the air­ 
craft by a bomb disposal expert 
aided by a police dog produced 
no explosive device. 
Passengers were taken in 
groups onto the runway to iden­ 
tify their luggage, which had 
been taken off the plane and 
placed upon the floodlit tarmac. 
They were then moved clear 
and the luggage was searched 
by Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police volunteers

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Carter administration plans to 
modify a proposal that would 
restrict the use of irrigation 
water from federal water 
projects to small farms. 
Interior Secretary Cecil 
Andrus said Wednesday modifi­ 
cations are likely on the plan 
which has been interpreted by 
large landowners as a move to 
force a breakup of large 
landholdings. 
Andrus made the comment in 
a statement announcing 10 
public hearings in November in 
seven w estern states and 
Washington on proposed rules 
designed to enforce a 1902 
reclamation law. 
The law required that water 
from federal irrigation projects 
go only to resident family 
farmers, with each member 
owning 160 acres and leasing an 
additional 160 acres. 
The rule has not been en­ 
forced and agribusiness oper­ 
ations and absentee landlords 
with vast holdings moved in. 
Some of the most productive 
lands in California were deve­ 
loped with federal water, 
producing a large portion of the 
n at ion’s vegetables and 
fruits. 
The proposed rules “ are 
designed to help the family far- 
mer. not large agribusiness,” 
said Andrus

'Big Wednesday' 
filmed at famed 
Cojo Bay

The youthful writer has all the credentialsi anyone could ask for 
He grew up on California’s coast during the early l««0s and late:1950s 
when life was a more sun-filled and innocent existence than it totoday 
He had an older brother, Kemp, whose name was synonomous with surf- 
ing and wave riding innovation, and 
about 
his life and experiences. The story is called Big Wednesday. 
What’s “ Bia Wednesday?” It’s the movie filmed at Cojo Bay, on the ranch 
of that same name, just several miles south of Point Concepcion. "Big 
Wednesday” was the big blue and gold buses which recently left town every 
morning around 8:80 a.m. from Lions Inn, Holiday Lodge and Lompoc 
Motel. It was the bars in town filled with the tanned and healthy people 
acting, lighting, shooting and otherwise supporting a different kind of surf 
film. “ Big Wednesday” is not another of the beach blanket movies 
perpetrated on an unsuspecting public over the years which portrayed surf­ 
ing and the people around it as being something totally unreal. "Big 
Wednesday” is a try for the truth of life as Denny Aaberg and thousands like 
him knew and know it today. 
According to Aaberg, the truth about surfing and the lifestyle has been so 
clouded by the beach blanket genre of surfing movies that only those who 
really lived the beach life can relate to what it was like. "There has never 
been a major studio-supported movie which truly portrays surfing and that 
lifestyle. Those other movies were made by people outside the scene for 
people outside the scene. Big Wednesday’ is by and for people who either 
understand already or who want to understand what it was all about living 
those days years ago,” Aaberg added. 
And yet, "Big Wednesday” is so much more than just a surfing movie. 
“It’s really a story about the life experiences of three guys who grew up 
together and surfing in the early 1960s was the focal point of that ex­ 
perience As in life, Big Wednesday’ attempts to show how the three boys 
from the coast became men through women, drugs, booze, marriages, the 
war in Vietnam... life. It’s a story about the life of thousands of people who 
experienced just what we did, and have never had their life presented in 
movie form,” Aaberg said. 
Without question, the best surfers in the world have been assembled for 
the surfing scenes. Gerry Lopez and Billy Hamilton were brought in from 
Hawaii: Ian Cairns, Peter Townend and Mark Warner from Australia; and 
J. Riddle from California. Jan-Michael Vincent, Gary Busseand Bill Katt 
act the three buddies whose lives finally bring them together for ‘Big 
Wednesday.’ 
The movie will be two years from inception to release sometime next 
year, and will involve the expenditure of more than |7 million before com­ 
pletion and distribution. A Team Productions, a company begun by writer 
director John Milius and producer Buzz Feitchans, is the organization mak­ 
ing the movie under the financial auspices of Warner Brothers. So what we 
have here is no small potatoes as movies go and certainly is beyond 
anything previously done around surfing and the lifestyle. 
More than 100 extras from Los Angeles, Santa Barbara and Lompoc were 
employed in the movie while it was here, in addition to the 60 or 70 men and 
women who work full-time at movie making out of Hollywood. They spent 
some money, according to them, and they had a good time in our fair city. 
And lest we forget, surfing has had an irrefutable impact on life in our state 
as well as our world. It is not too small a sub-culture to deserve such treat-

Seale also was accused of 
having crossed state lines to in- 
cite a rio t at the 1968 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion in Chicago.

He said he ordered that no 
representative of the state 
health department be allowed 
on Synanon property until 
further notice and he sent a full 
report to Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. “ apprising him of 
this intolerable situation and 
asking his assistance in correct­ 
ing these abuses.” 
“ We plan to find out to what 
extent the state health depart­ 
ment is involved in a possible 
conspiracy with attorneys and 
members of the press which is 
intended to hurt and defame 
Synanon,” Dederich said. 
He said the state’s Health and 
Safety Code specifically ex­ 
empts drug and alcoholic 
recovery houses such as Syna­ 
non from licensing require­ 


ments. 
Dederich contended that be­ 
cause of harassment by the 
state health departm ent 
several counties in the state 
and several other states have 
refused to send juvenile delin­ 
quents to Synanon for rehabili­ 
tation.

Merchants may 
feel farmer's 
money pinch 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Farmers are feeling the pinch 
of depressed incomes and the 
merchants who sell to them will 
be feeling the backlash too, a 
phone survey by the Agricul­ 
ture Council of America in­ 
dicates. 
And farmers generally don’t 
think they’ll get much help 
from the new farm bill which 
President Carter signed into 
law last week, the survey

Ground bone in hot dogs approved 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Add 
ground bone to the list of in­ 
gredients in your favorite hot 
dog. 
The Agriculture Department 
announced plans Wednesday to 
allow use of meat containing 3 
per cent ground bone in proces­ 
sed foods such as hot dogs and 
bologna. 
The blend of meat and bone, 
to be called “ tissue from 
ground bone,” is made by 
grinding bones with attached 
meat scraps and then forcing 
the mixture through a sieve to 
screen out bone chips larger 
than a grain of pepper. 
Labels on products containing 
the substance must carry the 


words “ tissue from ground 
bone added” in type at least 
half as large as the printing 
used for the name of the 
product, said Assistant Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Carol Foreman. 
No food product could contain 
more than 20 per cent of the 
meat and bone blend. 
Backers of the product say it 
can add hundreds of millions of 
pounds of cheap, healthy pro­ 
tein to the nation’s food supply 
by rescuing meat which cannot 
be saved after the meat is 
boned by hand. 
The Agriculture Department 
announcement is the first step 
in allowing the meat and bone 
mixture into the food supply. 


The public will be given until 
Dec. 5 to comment on the 
proposal. 
Scientific studies have shown 
that the product is safe to eat if 
used with restrictions. 
The American Meat Institute, 
representing major packers, 
denounced the proposed name 
for the mixture as “ a shocking 
disappointment.” AMI Presi­ 
dent Richard Lyng said it ap­ 
peared designed to turn con­ 
sumers away from the product. 
Rodney Leonard, head of the 
Community Nutrition Institute, 
said the name was “ just barely 
adequate” to describe the 
product. 
Last year Leonard’s CNI and 


other groups including the Con­ 
sumer Federation of America 
— then headed by Ms. Foreman 
— won a court battle to force 
shelving of a far more liberal 
Agriculture Deoartment olan to 
permit use of the meal-bone 
product. 
Under the proposal, “ tissue 
from ground bone” could not be 
used in strained baby, junior 
and toddler foods because 
children need closer control 
over fluoride intake than 
adults. 
The product also would have 
to contain at least 14 per cent 
protein, no more than 3 per cent 
bone and no more than 30 per 
cent fat.

Nudists to defy 
election vote, 
plan nude-ins 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - Nu- 
dists, angered at the City Coun­ 
cil for revoking the law that es­ 
tablished the nation s only 
specifically authorized public 
nude beach, laid plans today for 
a “ skin power” campaign of 
nude-ins to swamp the jails and 


C O U rtS With unclothed of­ 
fender*. 
The Council — following in­ 
structions from the voters — 
voted 8-1 Wednesday to repeal 
the law that legalized nudity at 
Black's Beach, which had 
become a landmark and haven 
known to nudists throughout the 
country, who had hoped it 
would be the first of many. 
The council acted over the 
protests of nudists, including a 
woman in her 70s and a girl of 8, 
who appealed for continuance 
of the “ swimsuit optional” or­ 
dinance. 


Thousands of nude bathers 
thronged the 900-foot beach, at 
the foot of a steep bluff that 
isolates it from public view and 
neighboring beaches, on sum­ 
mer weekends since the law 
was passed in April, 1974. 


Before that, many bathers 
went nude anyway, sometimes 
tolerated by police and some­ 
times not, as happens at many 
other u n o ffic ia l "n u d e 
beaches” on the California 
coast and elsewhere. 


The beach remained con­ 
troversial. particularly with 
property owners in the area 
who complained of the crowds 
and their behavior.

That, he said, is not discrimina­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Barry disagrees, and 
she is looking into whether to 
file a class-action lawsuit 
against the school. 
“ We think it’s discriminating 
against individuals with minor 
health problems, disabilities 
and im perfections,” Mrs. 
Barry said. 
But Ham ilton said the 
school’s weight requirements 
take such special cases into 
consideration, that students 
with m edical or physical 
problems leading to overweight 
are enrolled in special pro­ 
grams. 
“ The goals of the physical 


education course have very 
generous limits in terms of a 
person’s weight,” he said. 


ORU has a mandatory four- 
year physical education pro­ 
gram, and Hamilton said stu­ 
dents like it. He said he had 
talked earlier in the week to a 
girl who had lost 30 pounds as a 
result of the program and she 
felt better, was more self- 
confident and had more energy 
now than she had had at any 
other time in her life. 


“ She feels that this program 
is just helping her add years to 
her life and life to her years.’’ 
he said. “ That’s the kind of 
comment I like to hear.”

Parker leads 
NL All-Stars 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Dave Parker, 
George Foster and Greg Luzinski, three 
muscular outfielders who created more 
havoc than the Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse on their greatest day, wre 
overwhelming selections today on UPI’s 
1977 National League All-Star team. 


Parker, who led the league with a 338 
average, hit 21 homers and knocked in 88 
runs for the Pittsburgh Pirates, was the 
only unanimous choice of the 25 sports 
writers who participated in the UPI’s an­ 
nual post-season survey. 


Foster, who had a .320-52-149 offensive 
performance for the Cincinnati Reds, 
received 24 of a possible 25 votes while 
Luzinski, whose offensive performance 
was 
309-39-130 for the Philadelphia 
Phillies, received 23. The trio forms 
perhaps the hardest-hitting, most 
productive mythical outfield in NL 
history. 
Also voted onto the team were catcher 
Ted Simmons of the St. Louis Cardinals, 
first baseman Steve Garvey of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, second baseman Joe 
Morgan of the Reds, shortstop Garry 
Templeton of the Cardinals and third 
baseman Mike Schmidt of the Phillies 
Steve Carlton, the league’s leading 
winner with 23 victories for the Phillies, 
and Tom Seaver of the Reds, who 
finished the season with a 21-6 mark, 
were named the starting pitchers with 
Bruce Sutter of the Chicago Cubs a lop­ 
sided choice as relief pitcher. 
Broken down by teams, the Phillies 
and Reds each had three all-stars, the 
Cardinals two and the Dodgers, Pirates 
and Cubs one each. Seven of the 11 
players were on Eastern Division teams 
— an unusual geographical breakdown 
for an all-star team. 


The Pirates on the other hand left the 
gridiron last Friday with the scoreboard 
showing 26-19 in favor of the Carpinteria 
Warriors. 
Arroyo Grande opened the season with 
two close defeats, to Paso Robles by 19- 
14, and to Fresno 7-4, while the Pirates 
opened strong against Fillmore 6-0, then 
were upset by Bishop Diego. 
The reasons behind AG’s two losses 
were turnovers. Against Paso Robles 
four of their first five pass attempts 
were swiped by the Bearcats. Against 
Fresno they gave up four fumbles. 
It may be that junior quarterback 
Selso Huerta, who started for the first 
time against Fresno, has overcome his 
stage fright. Or it could be that they 
stayed on the ground last week for 197, 
yards while downplaying the aerial game 
(6 for 12 for 83 yards). 
The Eagles gained 280 total yards 
Almost half of that came from three 
plays; a 45-yard run by fullback Kerry 
Mackaoui, one of 54 yards by tailback 
Jim Pineo, and a 27-yard pass to Mike 
Compton 
If the Eagles’ offense has stuttered, 
their defense hasn’t. With seven defen­ 
sive players returning from last year’s 
team, the Eagles held Fresno’s Keith 
Gooch (800 yards gained in 7 games in 


1976) to 81 yards on 21 carries. 
Last week, of course, they held the en­ 
tire Morro Bay team to 52 yards. 57 pass­ 
ing and minus five on the ground 'Hie 
Eagles sacked Morro Bay’s quarter­ 
backs seven times, once for a safety.

In a shaky position following a 7-5 loss 
in the series opener Tuesday night, the 
Dodgers rebounded Wednesday night and 
defeated the Phillies. 7-1, evening the 
best-of-five series at one game apiece. 
Baker, Los Angeles' very own com­ 
eback player of the year, provided the 
impetus with the Dodgers' second grand 
slam in two nights. 
After the game, the 28-year-old left- 
fielder acted like the happiest man in the 
clubhouse W’hich he was. Only he and 
Ron Cey have hit grand slams in the 
nine-year history of the NL playoffs. 


“That,” he smiled, “was the biggest 
home run of my career. How could a 
home run be bigger for a player? Sun­ 
day’s home run was for a personal goal.

Garvey intentionally. 
On a 1-2 pitch, Baker hit a Lonborg 
curveball into the leftfield pavilion and 
thee score was suddenly 5-1. 
Ozark explained, "I told Lonnie how to 
pitch to Baker but he just made the 
worst pitch of the game. I wanted Baker 
pitched down but Lonnie threw him a 
sidearm ed curve which he rarely 
throws.” 


“Danny didn’t know I was going to 
hang a curve,” sighed Lonborg. “I 
didn't, either. I never play for disastrous 
things like that.” 
Don Sutton stymied the Phillies on a 
nine-hitter to run his record in post­ 
season title competition to 4-0 — 3-0 in 


the NL playoffs and 1-0 in the World 
Series. 
Bake McBride staked Lonborg to a 1-0 
lead with a home run to lead off the 
Philadelphia third but Davey Lopes tied 
it for the Dodgers with a run-scoring 
single in the bottom of the inning.

Supervisor David Yager of 
Montecito continues to press 
on with his proposed housing 
ordinance limitation and this 
week announced that he hoped 
such an issue could be placed 
before the voters at a coun- 
tywide election in June of next 
year.

It is strictly a “cop-out” on 
the part of a government en­ 
tity to provide the services 
required for those who want 
homes. No homes, no services, 
no growth. 
It will be up to the entire 
Board of Supervisors to give 
approval to Supervisor 
Yager’s ballot proposal. 
We strongly urge they throw 
it out. 


Word from Patrick Keen!

Bob Deering. senior landscape 
architect for the State Parks and 
Recreation Department visited Lom­ 
poc's La Purisima Mission Park last 
weekend His visit was part of a depart­ 
ment effort to assemble the facts for the 
mission’s first comprehensive plan. 
Jack Mason, regional ranger, tells me 
that the Future Farmers of America 
have some crop projects on the mission 
grounds, and that more agriculture 
projects are being considered. All of­ 
ficials would like to see the mission 
develope the varied agriculture program 
it had many years ago when the Indians 
actually lived there. 


Another reason for Deering’s visit was 
to discuss the state’s proposed acquisi­ 
tion of a small parcel of land near the 
mission on Lompoc-Casmalia Road as a 
buffer to protect the environment of the 
mission’s entrance The parcel contains 
the remains of an old Indian storage shed 
or warehouse and thus qualifies for the 
use of federal funds. An estimated 
$80,000 is in the current state budget for 
acquisition of the land. Readers may 
recall that this was the amount pared 
down from many times that amount that 
had been proposed for acquisition of a 
much larger area in front of the mission 
entrance.

Artillery shell kill own troops? 


What wasn’t known immediately 
following last weekend’s meeting with 
the Mission Advisory Committee was 
that Deering also took some pictures of 
the original mission site on the south 
edge of Lompoc Readers may know that 
the original mission was leveled by an 
earthquake in 1812 Years later the mis­ 
sion was shifted to the present site on 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road and finally 
abandoned, as far as a home for Indians

Readers may recall that Smith, the 
trucking executive, was one of the prime 
forces behind the successful petition 
drive that culminated in the call for an 
election on the split question. 
Smith said, ‘‘I’m thinking of putting 
together a strategy meeting. I‘m going 
to make some phone calls. It’s going to 
take a concerted effort. If we’re going to 
do anything we’ll have to get under way 
soon.” 
The formation commission can take 
six months to do a feasibility study on 
proposals to split the county into two 
parts and could ask for another six 
months. When the work is finished, 
however, the state and county must set 
an election date.

WASHINGTON—The Army’s most po­ 
tent non-nuclear artillery shell may wind 
up killing some of our own soldiers. 
The deadly rocket-assisted shell, fired 
by 155-mm howitzers, is designed to 
fragment into more than 30,000 particles, 
pelting its victims to death. But studies 
at the Army’s Frankford Arsenal in 
Philadelphia indicate 
that the shell may rup­ 
ture prematurely, our 
sources say. 
D espite the test 
warnings, however, 
the 
Arm y 
b ra ss 
remained so anxious 
for 
the 
high- 
fragmentation 
M-549 
shell that it ordered 
the w eapon into 
production. Tens of 
thousands of the shells 
have 
now 
been 
manufactured at the Army Ammunition 
Plant in Burlington, Iowa. 
The problem is in the warhead, the 
metal-encased explosive that flies 
through the air. The metal must be brit­ 
tle enough to fragment into thousands of 
particles But this brittleness can cause 
the shell to rupture as it is being 
launched. 
Experts consider it unlikely that the 
explosive in the warhead would go off too 
soon. But the blast that launches the 
shell could rupture the warhead’s metal 
casing, killing anyone in the way of the 
particles. 
Nor, according to our sources, is there 
any way to guarantee the shells are safe. 
Wrote one concerned expert: "Flaws ... 
cannot be detected consistenly in the 
warhead by any existing means of in­ 
spection.” Said another: "The metal is a 
problem.” 
Footnote: The Army vigorously de- 


fends the M-549 warheads, contending 
the Frankford arsenal studies indicated 
the inspection safeguards were 
"adequate.” Some 35,000 shells are being 
released to the field. The Army said no 
injuries had occured in connection with 
the shell. 
INSIDE IRS: The nation’s top 1,200 
corporations have been placed in a 
special audit program, according to con­ 
fidential IRS files. Some 15 per cent of 
these conglomerates are now being in­ 
vestigated by the IRS for criminal tax 
fraud. 
This compares with less than one per 
cent of all ordinary taxpayers who are 
being probed by the IRS. The financial 
documents in the files of these 1,200 cor­ 
porations and their 60,000 subsidiaries 
are so immense, say our sources, that 
the IRS agents can only audit samples of 
their tax returns. 
And corporate tax experts, wno earn 
twice as much as their government 
counterparts, outnumber the IRS agents 
by 10 to one 
The conglomerates, 
therefore, are far more likely to get 
away with tax fraud and slush funds than 
the average citizen. 
CORPORATE CONNECTION: The 
top trust-buster in Congress is still being 
paid by a New York law firm 
representing IBM. which the govern­ 
ment has been suing for alleged antitrust 
violations. 
David Boies, new chief counsel for the 
Senate Antitrust and Monopoly subcom­ 
mittee, will receive substantial pay­ 
ments from his old law firm for the next 
10 years. The payments from Cravath, 
Swain and Moore, where he personally 
represented IBM, will come from a 
general pool of income from clients. 
Boies, therefore, will indirectly be 
getting money from IBM while his sub­ 
committee is investigating the giant cor­ 


poration. The firm has also represented 
such giants as Bethlehem Steel, 
Chemical Bank and Time, Inc. 
Boies, who conceded he may return to 
the law firm in the future, told us he will 
disqualify himself in any subcommittee 
dealings with IBM or any other possible 
conflicts of interest. 
WHO’S NEWS: Ex-Budget Director 
Bert Lance wants to take his $730 cabinet 
chair with him into retirement, but it is 
still uncertain who will pay for it. At 
first, donations were solicited - a couple 
of dollars from clerical workers and $20 
or $25 from their bosses. Then questions 
were raised about the legality of the 
solicitation. The collections have been 
held up while the lawyers consult the 
statutes Lance may wind up having to 
pay for his own chair. 
-Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., 
whose views were solicited by the White 
House about his aggravations, replied 
that he is tired of receiving letters ad­ 
dressed to "Barry Goldberg.” 
—Judge Frank Johnson, whom Presi­ 
dent Carter has selected to take charge 
of the FBI, will have to pay for the 
privilege. He could go on collecting his 
$54,500 judicial salary for the rest of his 
life if he turned down the FBI job and 
retired as a judge at 65. But his FBI pen­ 
sion will be only about $30,000. 
—Eric Zausner, father of former 
President Nixon’s ill-fated Project 
Independence energy plan, has turned up 
as a consultant on a $1.3 million syn­ 
thetic fuels contract. As former No 2 
man at the Federal Energy Administra­ 
tion. he had been on friendly terms with 
the officials who awarded the contract to 
Booz Allen and Hamilton In fact, it was 
approved by a former Zausner underling, 
William Gouse. Both Zausner and Gouse 
insist, however, their association had 
nothing to do with the $1.3 million award.

I am fully aware that a reporter cover­ 
ing a public hearing must make decisions 
as to the content of a newspaper article. 
Obviously, a reporter filters informa­ 
tion. However, there is a point at which 
the blatant omission of central issues 
must be noted. For those people who did 
not attend the meeting, I would like to 
say that Robert Hedlund, our county 
supervisor, did attend and did express 
concern about certain aspects of the 
Space Shuttle system. Whether Mr. 
Sweeney agrees or disagrees with Mr. 
Hedlund's views is not the point. He is an 
elected official of the people and is a 
central figure in the overall plan of our 
community. His concerns centered 
around a reimbursement system for 
damage to homes caused by sonic 
booms, water requirements placed upon 
our already overdrafted water supply, 
archaeological supervision of road con­ 
struction, and compatibility with the 
proposed LNG plant at Point Conception. 
Further, as pointed out by a represen­ 
tative of the County Planning Depart­ 
ment, data submitted to the En­ 
vironmental Impact Statement team is 
no longer current and further co­ 
ordination between the county and the 
EIS team should be conducted. Mr 
Sweeney did not consider the potential 
damage of two chemicals used to 
produce the 6.5 million pounds of thrust 
needed to put the orbiter into space. It is 
anticipated that in 5 per cent of the 
launches there will be enough water 
vapor in the air to change hydrogen 
chloride propellent 
(a gas) to 
hydrochloric acid (a liquid). The 
hydrochloric acid will create "acid 
rains” The effect of aluminum oxide as 
a nuclei source for seeding weather fron­ 
tal systems is still undetermined. I do 
not live in Lompoc to be a guinea pig!

Steel industry 
is sick 


WASHINGTON — Steel is in trouble. 
Laid-off steel workers are demonstraing 
in Washington and the pressure will grow 
for protectionist measures to keep out 
imports from Japan. Whether it is a 
higher tariff or a so-called voluntary 
quota agreement, one this is sure: steel 
prices in this country will rise. 
That has been the 
precedent. In 1967. 
when voluntary quotas 
were agreed to, steel 
prices rose 16 per 
cent. 
To be laid off from a 
plant where you’ve 
worked all your life 
and your father and 
perhaps even your 
gran d fath er have 
worked is deeply dis­ 
heartening. So you 
march in front of the 
Capitol and the White House even though 
you know that the plant in Youngstown, 
Ohio, built in 1900, is likely to be closed 
down for good. 
At the same time the steel companies 
are putting out a barrage of propaganda 
about cheap Japanese steel being 
"dumped” in the American market, 
thanks to government subsidies. This 
complements the pressure of laid-off 
workers in an industry that is operating 
at only 72 per cent of capacity. 
But hard evidence gives a contrary 
picture. A strong rebuttal comes from 
the brokerage firm of Merrill Lynch 
Pierce Fenner and Smith. Based (Hi a 
detailed study of the Japanese steel in­ 
dustry for its own and its clients infor­ 
mation. Merrill Lynch found that steel 
companies in Japan were not subsidized 
by government and they operate on a 
profit motive. 
Why then should Japanese prices be 
lower than those in the United States? 
The Merrill Lynch study found the 
answer — productivity. Labor produc­ 
tivity in Japan based on calculations of 
tons produced per year is 60 per cent 
above the U. S figure. In Japan the 
average employe produces 400 tons of 
steel in a normal year compared with 250 
tons in the U.S. 
Here at home, according to the study, 
we have only one plant that can be called 
modern, while in Japan few plants are 
not modern. Plants in the United States 
go back to 1890 In contrast, the Japanese 
are dismantling a plant built in 1955 to 
replace it with one more efficient. 
Basic oxygen furnaces, the most ef­ 
ficient method of making steel, account 
for more than 80 per cent of Japanese 
production and only slightly more than 60 
per cent in the United States. Open- 
hearth furnaces, the least efficient 
method, account for 18 per cent of U.S. 
steel, virtually none in Japan. The plant 
in Youngstown has 12 open-hearth fur­ 
naces. 
In testimony before a House subcom­ 
mittee, William D. Nordhaus, a member 
of the President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, added more documentation on 
the sickness of the steel industry. 
Average hourly earnings of production 
workers in blast furnaces and basic steel 
products, Nordhaus pointed out, rose 133 
per cent from 1967 to the second quarter 
of 1977. The average for all manufactur­ 
ing over the same period was 97 per cent. 
Steel workers are now the highest paid 
in any manufacturing industry. Yet a 
new collective bargaining agreement 
grants, allowing for six per cent infla­ 
tion. increases averaging 9.3 per cent a 
year through 1980 
While most foreign producers have 
responded to weak demand by lowering 
prices, Nordhaus told the House commit­ 
tee. U.S. steel producers have continued 
to increase prices regardless of world 
market conditions. 
rices for iron and steel were nearly 40 
per cent above the wholesale price index 
for all products. And anti-pollution 
measures, about which the companies 
complain, accounted for only a small 
part of the "cost explosion.” 
The remedy is modernization of the 
steel industry and a revision of the cost 
structure based on today’s realities 
Nordhaus held out the prospect that the 
forthcoming tax revision bill will contain 
measures to aid investment in moder­ 
nization and new plants 
President Carter, speaking to the an­ 
nual conference of the World Bank and 
the International Monetary Fund, 
pledged a growth rate for 1977 of six per 
cent. This would be achieved without 
resort to protectionism. 
To hold off the protectionists will take 
all the true grit Carter can muster Most 
of organized labor is protectionist, with 
AFL-CIO boss George Meany as the 
thundering advocate of shutting out 
foreign competition. And Meany likes to 
remind Carter that, having helped him to 
get elected, it is only justice to put up 
higher trade barriers. 
As pressure built up for protection for 
color television sets and television parts, 
chief trade negotiator Robert Strauss 
rushed over to Tokyo to negotiate a 
"voluntary” quota. But whether quotas 
are the answer is a question. 
With an increase in the tariff, a com­ 
petitor in a foreign country can see what 
the stakes are and even outpace them.
